In  Achievement 


— Says  Mr.  Cook. 

Opportunities  Considered,  Mr.  Cook 

Tells  History  Class  That  Abraham 

Lincoln  Is  Greatest  Character  in 

Amorican  History. 

“From  point  of  aeliiovemcnt,  con¬ 
sidering  liis  opportunities,  I  think  that 
the  greatest  character  in  American 
history  is  Abraham  Lincoln,”  was  the 
opening  statement  mado  by  Mr.  Cook 
in  a  talk  on  Lincoln  to  his  class  in 
American  History,  Friday  morning. 
“In  tho  midst  of  indigence  and  want, 
having  but  little  schooling,  Mr.  Lin¬ 
coln,  by  sheer  force  of  character,  rose 
to  such  heights  that  his  name  is 
revered  not  only  in  America,  but  in 
all  tho  world  as  well.” 

“Mr.  Lincoln  started  his  career 
when  ho  debated  with  Stephen  A. 
Douglas,  who  was  the  legal  light  in 
tho  western  field  of  oratory  and  states¬ 
manship.  Ilis  Cooper.-  Institute  speech  1 
brough  him  face  to  face  with  tho  great 
men  of  the  oast.  From  this  time  on, 
ho  was  a  leader  in  the  political  field.” 

At  this  point  in  his  lecture,  Mr. 
Cook  paused  to  reach,  Lincoln ’t  First 
Inaugural  Address,  asking  his  class  to 
note  its  simplicity,  its  masterful  use 
of  English,  its  sincerity,  its  absolute 
fairness  both  to  friend  and  foe,  and 
its  broad  democratic  principles  of 
government.  Mr  Cook  said,  “I  consid¬ 
er  this  tho  greatest  address  that  has 
over  been  given,  when  wo  rcalizo  that 
it  was  given  at  a  timo  when  the  coun¬ 
try  was  white  with  anger  and  hot 
with  animosity.  ’  ’ 

“As  tho  war  was  drawing  to  a  close, 
as  the  clouds  of  battle  wore  clearing 
away,  at  the  moment  of  victory  aud 
triumph  just  as  he  was  ready  to  real¬ 
ize  his  groat  achievement,  the  assass¬ 
in’s  bullet  felled  him.”  Mr.  Cook  said 
as  a  preliminary  to  reading  “O  Cap¬ 
tain,  My  Captain”  by  Walt  Whitman. 

Mr.  Cook  closed  his  address  by  say¬ 
ing  that,  although  some  people  believe 
that  tho  assassination  loft  Lincoln  a 
great  man  in  that  if  he  had  lived  his 
famo  might  have  decreased,  he  be¬ 
lieved  that  a  man,  who  had  been  ablo 
to  carry  a  nation  through  four  and 
one-lialf  .years  of  Olio  biggest  civil 
struggle  over  known,  would  havo  beon 
capable  of  “soothing  tho  turbid  wat¬ 
ers  during  the  twelve  long  years  of 
reconstruction.  ’  ’

Vocational  Guidance  Hoad  Here,  Now 

On  Leave  At  Harvard,  Resigns  To 

Take  Position  At  Eastern  College — 

Gets  Ph.  D.  This  Spring, 

Mr.  C.  E.  Partch,  a  member  of  tho 
S.  T.  O.  faculty,  who  has  beon  on  a 
leavo  of  absence  for  tho  past  two  years 
attending  Harvard  University,  lias  re¬ 
signed  his  position  -hero  and  taken  a 
position  at  Rutgers  Collego,  Now 
Brunswick,  N.  J.  His  work  there  will 
bo  development  of  tho  fiold  of  voca¬ 
tional  guidance.  Mr.  Partch  will  begin 
bis  now  work  at  tlio  opening  of  the 
summer  session  of  school.  His  salary 
will  be  .i!5,000  per  year. 

Mr.  Partch  rccoivcd  his  Masters’  de¬ 
gree  liist  year  and  will  receive  his 
Doctors’  degree  this  spring  at  Harv¬ 
ard  where  ho  is  a  fellow  this  year.  He 
stated  in  his  letter  of  resignation  that 
his  thesis  is  being  written  on  rural 
vocational  guidance,  in  which  he  in¬ 
tended  to  specialize  when  ho  loft  Mary- 
villo. 

During  this  school  year,  Mr.  Partch 
has  been  an  assistant  to  Dr.  Brower 
and  Dr.  Nichols,  both  of  tho  vocational 
guidance  department  at  Harvard. 

Mrs.  Partch  was  also  a  member  of 
the  College  faculty,  hero  as  teacher  of 
tho  rural  demonstration  school. 

It  is  a  distinct  loss  to  the  College 
to  loso  Mr.  Partch  but  his  new  posi¬ 
tion  is  a  fine  advancement  and  his 
many  friends  at  S.  T.  C.  and  in  North¬ 
west  Missouri  aro  as  one  in  wishing 
him  success  in  his  now  fiold

Mis3  Mary  Butler,  President  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Academy  of  Pine  Arts — 
Pictures  May  Be  Purchased. 

Beginning  Wednesday  of  this  wook 
tlio  Fine  Arts  department  of  tlio  Col¬ 
logo  will  open  an  art  exhibit  of  thirty- 
two  original  paintings  by  Miss  Mary 
Butler  of  tlio  Pennsylvania  Art  Acad¬ 
emy.  The  display  will  bo  opon  to  all 
students  and  to  tlio  public. 

Miss  Butler  is  known  as  ono  of  tho 
foremost  American  painters  and  tho 
Pennsylvania.  Academy  of  Fine -  Arts, 
of  which  she  has  been  president  for 
eight  years,  is  ono  of  tlio  oldest  and 
most  famous  in  tho  country.  This  Acad¬ 
emy  rankB  side  by  side  with  tlio  Nat¬ 
ional  Academy  of  Design.  It  is  an  in¬ 
teresting  fnct  that  Rembrandt  Pcale, 
known  as  the  painter  of  tlio  most  fam¬ 
ous  portrait  of  George  Washington, 
was  ono  of  tho  founders  of  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Academy. 

Tho  Collogo  is  fortunate  in  being 
ablo  to  procure  this  exhibit  nnd  it 
was  through  tho  courtesy  of  Miss  De¬ 
borah  Wcisel,  head  of  the  department 
of  Fine  Arts  at  the  Springfield  State 
Teachers  College,  a  personal  friend  of 
Miss  Butler,  that  Miss  DcLucc  was  ablo

Tlio  Bearcats  “got  right”  on  Thurs¬ 
day  night  and  tore  into  tho  Spring- 
field  Bears  with  plenty  of  that  old 
Bearcat  fighting  spirit  to  emerge  vic¬ 
torious  30  to  22  at  the  end  of  a  close¬ 
ly  contested  battle.  Approximately 
1000  people  watched  the  Bears  go 
down  in  defent  and  the  Bearcats  climb 
to  the  lead  in  tho  conference  standing. 

I  Tho  Green  and  White  fivo  played  a 
brand  of  basketball  just  tho  opposite 
to  that  displayed  by  them  tho  night 
1  before  against  Capo  Girardeau,  and  it 
was  this  sudden  change  for  tho  hotter, 
plus  an  abundant  supply  of  fight  and 
that  never  die  spirit  that  enabled  tho 
Bearcats  to  defeat  one  of  tlio  strong¬ 
est  teams  in  the  conference.  The  Bears 
were  leading  tho  conference  up  until 
this  game,  followed  closely  by  tho 
Bearcats,  and  only  because  a  Bearcat 
can't  lose  when  lie  won’t,  ho  is  now 
lending,  with  Springfield  ranking  in 
second  place. 

The  game  was  hardly  well  underway 
before  the  Bears  had  clipped  the 
meshes  for  three  counters  from  the 
field  giving  them  six  points,  and  tho 
Bearcats  had  hardly  touched  the  ball. 
Maryvillo  called  timo  out,  rested  a 
minute,  came  back  with  a  rush'  and 
tied  tho  score  with  a  same  number  of 
field  baskets.  Springfield  scored  next 
with  a  free  throw  making  tho  ecoro 
7  to  6,  then  Burks  got  another  for 
Maryvillo,  putting  them  in  tho  load, 
nnd  then  both  teams  seemed  to  take 
their  ono  field  basket  or  free  throw 
in  turn.

Burks  scored  for  Maryvillo, 
then  Captain  Aldrich  tied  tho  score 
again  with  a  freo  throw.  Another  field 
basket  gavo  Maryvillo  20  points  aud  a 
lend  the  Springfield  fivo  wero  never 
ablo  to  regain.

Schools  which  are  not 
members  may  joiu  and  become  eligible  for 
this  tournament  by  sending  the  regular  mem¬ 
bership  fee,  #5.50  to  M.  E,  Selecman,  Mary¬ 
ville,  Mo.,  before  Mareh  0,  1926.  The  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Association  shall  ap¬ 
ply  to  all  members.
